Every night men had their names 
put in the sky with bright lights so that they 
would not be forgotten, because there are 
$0 many people in New York that it would 
be easy to forget some of them. All the 
time there was a great noise made by 
motorcars and buses and trains. There 
were trains above me on bridges, there 
were trains below me, and there were 
more trains that were below the trains that 
were below. Always the trains were very 
full of people. | think if the trains all 
stopped and the people got off them there 
would be no space in New York for all the 
people. So the people take turns living in 
the trains. | used to walk and walk be- 
cause | was afraid to get on those trains to 
ride, as | did not know how to get off or 
where | should be when I did, or if | might 
have to live on one. 

The streets were very clean. They 


` washed and polished them every morning. 


| thought there could be no sickness there 
with everything so clean. 

The buildings were very tall. Sometimes 
| had to go up and down in what men call 
an elevator. This is a little room that you 
get into, and very suddenly it goes up. And 
when it stops your stomach does not stop. 
But when it goes down you feel that every- 
thing has gone out of you. It is much worse 
than an airplane. | was always afraid in it, 
but said nothing, because | thought men 
would say, "He is just a jungle man!" 

In winter there is a very cold climate in 
New York. Often | shivered and was cold 
although | wore many clothes and my hand- 
some black coat. All men wore heavy 
clothes and coats like mine which hung 
down to their knees. But truly 1 was as- 
tonished at the women! They did not wear 
many clothes except around their necks, 
where they wore the skins of animals. 
They wore very little under this, because 
the wind would show me. Their stockings 
were just like nothing. Truly 1 was as- 
tonished that they did not feel cold. 

In New York we put Mr. Johnson's ani- 
mals in Central Park Zoo, and | went there 
every day to take care of them. At first Mr. 
Johnson went with me so that | would not 
be lost, and later | could go alone. But | 
was always afraid of the motorcars. | 
walked a great deal, up and down the 
same street and never far away, as | was 
afraid of being lost. At night | did not go 
away at all, because when lights were in 
the sky all things became different and | 
was confused. 

One day he told me to go to a cinema. 
When | went in it was daylight, but when | 
came out it was dark. It was only five 
o'clock and in my country that is still day- 
time. But in New York in winter that is 
nighttime and the lights are on. When | 


nfused. | walked and walked, but 
not find the place where | lived 2 
Johnson had written a letter for me telling 
who | was and where | lived in case | 
should be lost some day. And, as | was lost 
then, | looked in my coat, and was much 
astonished to find that the letter was lost 
also. 

| went to a policeman and asked him 
how to go to Central Park Zoo, because if | 
could find that | could find my house, 
which was near it. The policeman said it 
was twelve blocks away, so | said, “Thank 
you very much,” and walked on some 
more. Then | asked another policeman and 
he said nine blocks farther, and | walked 
some more, But the next policeman | 
asked said, “Here is Central Park Zoo!” 
And there | was at the Zoo, but | did not 
recognize it with the lights on. So then | 
found my house, which | think was very 
good fortune, because | had indeed been 
lost. 

One day newspaper men came to talk to 
me, and they said, “Оо you like New York? 
What do you like the best?” And 1 said, 
“Yes, | like New York, and | like best the 
red electric light signs that run like 
streams of fire, and the lights that chase 
each other around like small animals.” 

One day | was out walking and | came to 
a large place with many horses in it. | said 
to a man with a uniform, “Can | enter?” 
And he said, “You must buy a ticket.” | 
said, “I will buy a ticket. Now сап | enter?" 
And he said, “Sure!” So | entered and | 
saw large and wonderful horses, and han- 
dsome men with beautiful colored uni- 
forms. They played music and the horses 
danced to the music. | think the horses in 
New York are smarter than are the police- 
men in my country. So | struck my hands 
together the way other people did, with as- 
tonishment and joy. When the playing was 
finished all the people wanted to leave at 
once in a great hurry, and everybody 
pushed everybody and | fell down. A man 
picked me up, and | said, “Thank you very 
much,” and went home. 

| went also to see boxing and wrestling. 
Boxing is all right, but wrestling is too 
rough. In my country we do not act like 
that unless we wish to kill men. 

One day a man fell down in the streets 
and lay there wounded. Everybody just 
looked at him and walked on. So | looked 
at him and walked on too, because | was 
afraid if | stayed near him people would 
think that | had wounded him. Afterwards | 
told Mr. Johnson and he said, “People get 
killed here every day!” 

| was out walking one day and met a 
man who was drunk, the same as a man is 
in Borneo when he drinks too much rice 
beer. The man said, “You are a Filipino 
like me!” | said, “No, | am a Malay.” He 
said, “Мо, you are a Filipino!” | said “You 
are drunk. You had better go home. Don’t 
you know that people get killed here every 
day?” But he didn’t go home, and he 
wanted to fight me because | wasn't a 
Filipino. So ! ran and stood by an important 
man in a uniform who stood at the door of 
a hotel. | stood very close to this important 
man, and as he wouldn't let {һе drunken 
Filipino come to the hotel he couldn't fight 
me.

Mr. Jim, who used to drive the flying 
ship in Borneo, was in New York too, but 
he did not live there. One day we flew from 
New York to his home in a very large flying 
ship, much larger than Mr. Johnson’s, with 
many people in it. | was not afraid because 
| was used to flying before, but it was very 
different from flying over Borneo. In my 
country | looked down on jungle trees and 
rivers of which | am not afraid, but here | 
looked down on buildings and trains which 
would be difficult to fall upon with com- 
fort. In New York there were snow and ice 
on the wings of the flying ship. It was very 
rough weather, the same as on our boat 
before coming to Capetown, and | was 
Sick, but | did not vomit. We went тапу 
miles before coming to Mr. Jim's village, 
but | do not remember the name of this vil- 
lage. We went into his house and his 
people gave us food and drink. But | was 
ashamed to eat with them because | did 
not know how to eat the food cleverly as 
they did, because all my life in my country 
І was accustomed to eat with my fingers.

Art Spiegelman makes a series of visits to 
his father, Vladek, a Polish Jew living in 
Queens, to gather information for a book 
about his parents’ life during World War Two. 
Anja, the author's mother, is dead. Vladek's 
second wife, Mala, is also a Polish concentra- 
tion camp survivor. Мадек and Mala don't get 
along. 

Vladek tells Art of his pre-war life in Poland 
where he made a modest living as a fabric 
salesman. He describes himself as a hand- 
some young man, sought after by the ladies. 
In 1937 he married Anja Zylberberg. Shewas 
not especially pretty, but very bright and from 
a wealthy family. 
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CHAPTER TWO 


Vladek complains to Art of his health prob- 
lems: his two heart attacks, diabetes, 
cataracts. He tells Art that after marrying Anja 
he moved into her family’s household in Sos- 
nowiec. He learned, to his dismay, that she 
was secretly involved in Communist ac- 
tivities. She was almost arrested, but her 
father used his money to protect her. He also 
set Vladek up with his own textile factory in 
nearby Bielsko. 

At the end of 1937 Anja gave birth to a son, 
Richieu. Shortly thereafter, Anja, always frail 
and high-strung, had a nervous breakdown. 
Vladek accompanied her to a private 
sanitarium in Czechoslovakia. On the way 
there they saw a swastika for the first time. 
After Anja's recovery, everything went rela- 
tively well for a year or so, until August 24, 
1939, when Vladek was drafted into the 
Polish army.

CHAPTER THREE 


In September 1939 Vladek was called to 
the front and was soon captured by the Ger- 
mans. Jewish war prisoners were segregated 
from the rest and had to live in tents through а 
severe winter with very little food. Vladek and 
some others volunteered to work for a Ger- 
man company in exchange for better living 
conditions 

In February. 1940. after months of hard 
labor. they were taken to Lublin, believing 
they were to be released. They learned that a 
group of Jewish war prisoners who had ar- 
rived there a few days earlier had all been 
taken to the woods and shot. Fortunately, the 
Lublin Jewish Council was able to arrange 
the release of Vladek's group by bribing the 
Nazis. Vladek. in disguise. sneaked back to 
his family in Sosnowiec 


CHAPTER FOUR 


He moved back into the Zylberberg house- 
hold, which consisted of: Anja and Richieu; 
Anja's parents and 90 year old grandparents; 
Anja's sister, Tosha; Tosha's husband, 
Wolfe, who worked for the Jewish Communi- 
ty Organization, and daughter, Bibi; Anja's 
brother's children, Lolek and Lonia. (Lolek's 
and Lonia's parents were visiting the N.Y 
| World's Fair when the war broke out.) 
| Food was severely rationed and the family 
| was living on savings. Vladek began trading 
on the black market until several acquain- 
| tances were hanged for similar offences. 
In the beginning of 1942 the family was 
1 moved into smaller quarters. In the spring 
| Anja's grandparents were taken away, de-

| go to a stadium to get their passports 
stamped. One third of the Jews were never 
released, but were sent to Auschwitz—in-
